His Seat in Parliament 



Jap Government 
Warns Nation No 
City to Be Spared 



POTSDAM, July 26 (AP) — The United 
States, Britain and China tonight issued a 
proclamation to Japan to cease resistance or 
see its homeland utterly destroyed. 

GUAM, July 26 (U.R) — Jnpan's ftmazingly unprotected 
coastal cities brnced for another nllicd fleet strike today in 
the wake of a -IS-hour aerial bombardment that littered the 
inland aea with the wreckage of at least lO'l enemy ships and 
virtually finished the imperial navy as a fighting force. 

Helpless against the ponderous B-29 blows and the rapid- 
fire fleet attacks, the Japanese government glumly warned 
I the people that rot a single city or town in the homeland 
eould hope to be spared from complete destruction. 

That amazing admission gained added weight with a re- 
port from U. S. 20th air force headquarters that the B-23'b 
already have burned out at least 143 square miles of 39 Japa- 
nese induHtrinl cities, reconnaissance reports were still being 
compiled on eight other war centers hit in force by the Super- 
fortresses.

WASHINGTON, July M lU.Rl 
Japan acknowledged her critical 
mllltnry plight today with a fmr 
hint that she might suo for pen 
If Amerlciih' demands tor uncondl- 
tlonej surrender wcfe modified. 

The ''bld^ tar--sn^e lenient terms 
was broadcast by tho Tokyo ttdlo 
amid demands In' this country for 
an tmmedlnta Rusilui declaration 
of wnr agaliut the Japanese, it 
coincided with a report that I 
carried to tho big three conference 
Japan's official formuio for hnlllng 
hoallllllc.^. 

The Stat* departmEUit offered 
comment on these development*— 
a tacit re -affirmation of Its policy 
that Japan can escape deitnicUDn 
only through total and uncondl- 
tlonal surrender. 

Japan's atartUngly (raiik nen 
peace feeler was tent out by TOkj'c 
tn an English -language broadcut 
beamed to the United Slates. II 
said: 

"Should America ihow any sincer- 
ity of putting Inlo practice whst 
she preaches, as for Instanco In tht 
Atlantic charier, excepting Its pun- 
itive clause, the Japanese nation. 
In fact tha Japanese mlllUry. would 
automatically. If not willingly fol- 
low Ik the stopping of the conflict 
and EJicn, and only then, will sabera 
cease to rattle both tn the ens 
In tho west."

R. Attlee, to lead the nation against Japan and through re- 
construction. 

The Ijabor party's victory was emnahinjr. ltd lead in com- 
mona seats over Winston Churchill's Conservatives waa near- 
ly 2 to 1. in compilations at mid-afternoon. 

Churchill himself and Foreign Secretary Anthony Edon- ' 
escaped tho tidal wave and were returned to their seats in' 
Commons, but a dozen of their moat prominent colleagues 
were defeated. 

The returns were from the July 5 election, the nation's 
first poll in 10 years, 

Tho Labor party campaign- 
ed on a platform callinff for 
nationalization of basic in- 
dustries. King George likely 
will call on Attlee, the party'a 
mild-mannered and Oxford- 
educated leader, to form tha 
new government on reconven- 
ing of parliament Aug. 8. 

Attlee. deputy prime minister ta 
the Churchill govemment until af- 
ter defeat of Germany, will reUim 
to Potsdom to take up tho big Ihrw 
dellberaUona which were Interrupt- 
ed yesterday to allow ChurchlU and 
his colleaguea to rettmi to recelT* 
the elccUon rctiUTia.

PEACE— with the Japanese war uppermost as a 
topic for dlscusilnn by the big three It Is natural 
that a new flood of rumora should en^If the press 
regarding "uncondltlonol surrender" terms. 
Advocates of smoklni; the pipe of peace at this 
stogc of the conflict argue with great 
earnestness that the war must be 
shortened to save American lives. 

Officials of some of the great 
foreign policy ossoclallons In New 
York caution that such an emotional 
appeal may prove deceptive. 

They maintain that everyone 
wants to slop nocdlcsi sacrifice. But 
the lar-slghted ako are determined 
to make Japan harmless for keeps; 
otherwise the fruits of victory will 
be booted away as they were after 
World war I, 
These men contend that tills gen- 
eration will be severely crltlclied If within a decade 
or two our Pacific communities must live In tear 
ol Burprlsfl V-bomb atlaclta from a revived, re^xngetul 
Japan and lodaji veterans and their clUldren have lo 
do the Job all over again. 

Realists agree that It may be advisable to give the 
Japanese people some opportunity to tave face and 
lo retain a mtwure ot self respect so lhat liberal 
tlemenu can oust the mlllUrUts and the ZaihaUus. 
Otherwise wa should have to rule nlppon as a ward 
ot Uncle flam tor countleos years. 

But some ot those who favor compelling Tokyo lo 
disgorge Its sioltn territories, are willing to walvi 
actuU occupation of the . homeland and rely on a 
mlUUry commlijion to pull the dragon's leelb.
